Convention to Ashland. 
It becomes our duty to aunouce 
that the place for holdiag the 
National Convention of the 
Brethren Church ie changed from 
Milford to Ashland, A word of 
explanation in in place here. 

First we with to notice that 
the committee all u led to in Eld- 
er Holsinger's telegram ie the 
committee of seven brethren ap- 
pointed by the Milford church to 
make a final decision upon the 
question and doee not mean the 
National Executive Committee, 
aa might be inferred. 

We suppose that the Milford 
church had confidence in this 
committee when it was appoint- 
ed and their judgment will be 
accepted as right. We are aware 
that the Brethren church at Mil- 
ford and al I the people of that 
place, would be friendly to the 
convention ; but the brethren 
and sisters at other places are 
also well disposed towards the 
convention, and the question of 
location does not hinge on that 
point. Milford is but a small 
town with only one hotel, and no 
hall or public building larger 
than the Brethren church at that 
place, built with a seating ca 
pacity to accommodate the con 
gregation which worship there 
and no more. 

Milford, to accommodate the 
convention, would have been 
necessitated to build a tab- 
ernacle, and provide places 
for the entertainment of the Con- 
vention, involving labor, expense 
and a risk of financial loss, to 
those who would undertake the 
job. 

At Ashland where we have 
the College Chapel, Boarding 
Hall, numerous hotels and pri- 
vate lodgings, it will be no dif- 
ference whether the convention 
will be large or small it can be 
entertained without incurring 
unnecessary risk and expense. 

The Convention is therefore 
appointed to meet at Ashland, 
Ohio, September 21st, 1887.

The College will af- 
ford ample audience room and 
arrangements can be made to 
entertain any possible number 
without risk or expense in prep* 
aration. So it there are few or 
many the entertainment at very 
reasonable rates is ready. 

The railroad facilities are also 
excellent, as Mansfield has three 
of the great trunk lines and ie 
but a short distance away, and

Satan's Way to the Heart. 

Man is a blending of natures. 
There ie more than one element 
which enter into his formation. 
The spirit comes from God, and 
to Ocd, the scriptures ea v, it will 
return. The flesh comes from 
the earth. The soul unites them 
and is approached by the way of 
the spirit or the way of the flesh. 

God is the Father of spirit, 
and the enemy can not approach 
man by the way of spirit The 
flesh was also God's way, but the 
disobedience of Adam opened 
the way ol the flesh to satan, and 
from that time on, the way to 
the sou) of man was not barred 
against him. 

All temptations that lead men 
into sin are from satan. He is 
around seeking whom he may 
devour, His interests are foster- 
ed in the carnal nature of man. 
The spiritual is hidden and be- 
yond the influence of his power. 
That which is flesh is flesh, and 
that which is spirit is spirit. 

The man who seeks to guard 
against temptation Deeds only to 
watch the tendencies of the car- 
nality of his being. That alone 
can lead him astray. It ware 
against the spirit and brings the 
whole man into the captivity of 
satan, so long as he lives. 

The way of the flesh is sub- 
divided and each avenue is used 
by the power of darkness to draw 
men to ruin. To be successful 
in warding off the enemy, each 
one of the sub -divisions must be 
guarded. There is no immunity 
and security without it. 

One sub-division is hatred and 
envy. Thon shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself is placed as 
the guard in this avenne by 
which satan reaches the heart of 
man. So long aa the mind al- 
lows this divine command to set 
at this door of the heart, so long 
he will escape attack from that 
course. 

Another avenue is covetnons- 
ness. Satan approaches and 
takes possession of many men's 


minds through this aven u e. God 
has placed "Thou shalt not covet" 
in this avenue to protect tha 
soul. There it great need of it 
too.. Man are falling daily 
through temptation from this 
direction. Judas' mind was 
completely aatanio in oovetuoue- 
ness. He was willing to sail his 
own Master and beat friend he 
had in the world tor a paltry sum 
of money. This avenne waa 
wide open in him and satan need- 
ed not to bow when he came in 
to do bis work. 

There are thousands today 
who are no better than Judas in 
this respect. He believed Jesus 
waa beyond the power of man, 
and so he shrewdly concluded be 
could sell him and then he would 
escape and he wonld have the 
money, and those who bought 
Jesus, the experience. It was a 
dastardly aet to eell his Master, 
aud a mean deed to sell some- 
thing he never expected would 
be delivered. Bnt God waa 
more honest than Judas, and 
fulfilled bis bargain. Men are 
selling their friends every day. 
Wicked men lead others into 
schemes, and under a pretence of 
friendship and feeling of grate- 
fulness steal all their possessions. 
Judas no doubt had not thought 
of it going so bard with his Mas- 
ter. But now men sell their fellow 
men, knowing that tbey will be 
injured or even tormented as a 
consequence. 

'Another avenue of the way of 
the flesh through which satan 
tempts men is pride. This dif- 
fers very sensibly from the other 
avenues, and a man or woman is 
liable to be deceived about them- 
selves when they are not watch- 
ing satau there too. A man 
may have the avenues of hatred 
and covet uonsneea closed, and 
pride himself on hie secure con- 
dition, while, at the time, his 
avenue of pride ie wide open aud 
unguarded, and there satan 
comes in and sups with him. 
Pride is a dangerous enemy to 
the interests of the soul, and it 
should be guarded against with 
double diligence. 

There are numerous other 
avenues of the way of the flesh, 
but they can not be considered 
now. Satan uses' them to reach 
and take posession of the soul, 
so that every lover of God should 
be on his guard. Watch and 
pray is an injunction that every 
one should have impressed on his 
soul, Man must have divine aid 
and must block op the avenues 
ot the way of the flesh by the 
commandments of God, to be 
able to finish bis course with joy. 
Resist Satan and he will flee 
from yon. 


are as silent aa death upon the 
subject, unless it insinuates Itself 
where other subjects an consid- 
ered, and writers on Christian 
ethics and dogmatical theology 
have avoided it as though it waa 
a dangerous subject. Hence, 
there has been very little per- 
formed so tar ; in gathering to- 
gether and arranging the sources 
of knowledge relating to the 
practice. 

These statements being true, 
the student who investigates the 
subject must go to the original 
at once and bunt the facts out of 
the great volume ot matter that 
has been preserved. This is 
tedious, and requires vastly more 
time and ability than baa yet 
been found for the purpose. On 
nearly every other s object of 
theology, learned men have com- 
piled the evidence for and against, 
and the modern student is guided 
by their labor direct to the orig- 
nal sources of evidence, and this 
makes the task ot getting at the 
bottom comparatively easy. 

Learned men have written so 
little about foot washing because 
tbey did not practice it. There 
has been no modern controversy 
regarding the ordinances that 
bas engaged the attention of 
biblical students, and so the sub- 
ject has been left unimproved in 
this respect ; although there are 
remnants of the practice in both 
of the churches that claim to be 
the original, the Greek Catholics 
and the Roman Catholics ; and 
the church of Milan kept the in- 
stitution in some form since its 
organization in primitive times. 

While there are frequent al- 
lusions to the practice in the lit- 
erature of the early church, yet 
there is little reference to it in 
the first writings. The prac- 
tice was not called in question, 
and there was no occasion for 
writing about it. Authors were 
at that time as they are now : 
they discussed controverted sub- 
jects, and so long as a doctrine 
was not assailed it remained un- 
noticed by writers. 

So footwashing being an ob- 
servance of a very humiliating 
character, it was performed by 
those who retained the practice 
and nothing was said about it. 

The Evahgilist office will 
soon issue a pamphlet which will 
contain comments upon refer- 
ences made to footwashing by the 
early Christian authors, and those 
who are interested in this line of 
investigation will find further sat- 
isfaction Id it.
